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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The claims 
could be allowed if the method claims were limited to the phrase 'consisting of, because the prior art teaches that 
various forms of calcium can be used in beverages, but not specifically only the claimed calcium source which is 
calcium sulfate. The examiner was told to amend claims as found in the Examiner's amendment. .
